Henceforth no intelligent person will 
mention Tilden seriously as a probable 
candidate for the presidency. 


CONJÎECTICÛT. 


In Connecticut the election was for 
legislature only, and for senate the 
elections were held in eleven of the 
twenty-one districts. 
Of these the 
republicans elect nine and the demo- 
crats two. 
Of the senators elected 
last year who hold over this year, 
seven are republicans and three demo- 
crats. 
The house will probably stand 
153 to 93, or a majority oi between, 
sixty and seventy on joint ballot. 
The legislature now elected does not 
choose United States senaters, but the 
senators now elected hold over till 
next year, and will vote for a senator 
to succeed Eaton. 
The net republi- 
can gain in the senate is four over last 
year, and 
in the house eighteen. 
Republican majority on joint ballot 
last year was 47. This year it is 93, 
and possibly 9(5. 


VIRGINIA. 
In Virginia the contest was between 
two parties known as the "funders"

feated F i t z H u g h Lee with D u f f G r e e n . 
I n P o r t s m o u t h t h e r e was a tie. 
T h e 
debt payers carried Lynchburg, Alex- 
anderia, Charlottesville and Richmond 
and are believed to have carried the 
state by a good majority. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 
The republicans carried Massachu- 
setts, Long being elected governor by 
plurality of 10,000 to 13,000 over 
Ben Butler. 
The vote received by 
Adams, the regular democratic nom- 
inee, was very small. 
Butler's son 
was beaten 23 votes for representative 
in Lowell. 
The legislature will be 
largely republican. 
A light vote was 
polled. 


PENNSYLVANIA.

Only local 
officers were chosen. 
Chicago gave a

and Cook county of about 7,000. San- 
gamon county (Springfield) went re- 
publican.

The election was for supreme judge 
and local officers. The republicans 
carried the state by 10,000 to 11,000 
majority, and elected most of the 
county tickets.
